OLEAN, N Y. (UPI) - A 
high school rifle team star 
firing at random from the 
window of a third-floor 
schoolroom 
killed 
three 
passersby and wounded ll 
others Monday, police said. 
Officers subdued him with a 
tear-gas grenade to end the 
90-minute spree. 
Police arrested Anthony 
Barbaro, 17, of Olean, a 
senior, an “A” student at the 
school who had just won a 
college scholarship, and an 
expert 
rifleman. 
He 
was 
examined at a hospital and 
then jailed. 
The dead, in this rural 
town 55 miles southeast of 
Buffalo, included a gas 
company worker, a janitor 
and a 25-year old woman 
driving by the school in her 
car. The woman’s 12-year- 
old brother was wounded. 
Authorities said there was 
no apparent motive for the 
shooting, and teachers and 
relatives of Barbaro were 
stunned that he had been 
accused.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
When private ownership of 
gold becomes legal again 
tomorrow, it may go a long 
way toward relieving this 
country’s economic distress. 
The buying and selling of 
gold itself likely will have 
little economic impact. But 
the potential spinoffs from 
gold trading could be highly 
potent. 
Forem ost 
among 
the 
prospective side benefits is 
the 
possible 
revival 
of 
alchem y, 
the 
ancient 
profession 
dedicated 
to 
transm uting base m etals 
into gold. 
Alchemy all but died out in 
the 17th Century, owing to 
the rise of chemistry, a 
profession 
dedicated 
to 
transmuting coal dust into 
drip dry shirts. 
Chemistry 
undoubtedly 
has produced technological 
marvels. But economically it 
has been a disaster. 
Those non-w rinkle g a r­ 
ments that chemists syn­ 
thesize by rearranging the 
m olecules of anti-freeze 
were playing havoc with the 
dry cleaning business long 
before the current recession 
began. 
Not to mention what the 
development of synthetic 
wool did to the shepherd’s 
crook m anufacturing in­ 
dustry. 
Moreover, in the light of 
the energy crisis we can now 
see that transforming coal 
into drip dry shirts was a 
mistake. We would be better 
off transforming chemical 
shirts into fuel. 
Some economists believe 
bringing back the wrinkle 
would restore prosperity. 
But it probably is too late for 
chem istry 
to 
change 
directions. 
Additionly, society has 
learned to 
live w ithout 
wrinkles. A readjustm ent of 
that 
m agnitude 
at 
this 
particular time would be 
traum atic. 
So alchemy is the answer. 
During the 40-year period 
that private citizens were 
forbidden to own gold there 
wasn’t much incentive to 
make the stuff out of lead or 
whatever 
But with the resumption of 
trading, there’s a fortune to 
be made by whoever hits on 
the right formula. Which we 
will hope doesn’t happen. 
Purely from an economic 
standpoint, the beauty of 
alchemy has been that it 
didn’t produce anything. In 
roughly 
1,700 
y ears 
of 
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diligent 
experim en tatio n 
with various combinations of 
fire, air, w ater and earth, 
alchemists never created so 
much as a particle of gold. 
Thus they contributed 
nothing to inflation. Yet they 
provided good steady jobs 
for thousands of deserving 
workmen. 
At this point it appears the 
U.S. economic would greatly 
benefit from an enterprise of 
that sort. The trick is to keep 
it unproductive. 
Had one of the ancient 
Egyptian, Greek or Roman 
alchemists hit upon drip dry 
shirts, western civilization 
might have collapsed long 
ago.

Fred Rogers Talks Health 


TV 
Spots, Free Booklets Discuss Good Habits 


DEAR DR. GREENSTONE: My husband and I are trying 
to work out some problems we’ve been having. I say we 
should go to a counselor, and he says that two intelligent 
people should be able to work out their own problems. Tell 
me, what does a counselor do that we couldn't do alone? 
DEAR READER: The role of the m arriage counselor is to 
assist you in doing what you have the ability to do on your 
own, but that for some reason or reasons currently, you are 
not doing. The m arriage and family counselor is not a judge 
of your m arriage, but rather a facilitator who is trained to 
assist you to do that which you desire to do with your lives. 
Both you and your husband are correct in your assumptions 
about solving your difficulties. Two intelligent people can 
solve their own problems. However, to gain greater 
awareness of the problems, and to develop the additional 
personal skills necessary for healthy resolution of the 
conflicts, professional guidance and assistance is often 
advisable. 
The competent counselor will not tell you who is right or 
wrong, or how to run your life. Neither will he offer advice. 
His role is to assist you in altering behavior that prevents 
you from experiencing the m arital satisfaction that you 
desire. Sometimes, poor interpersonal communications 
patterns prevent a couple or a family from experiencing 
their true potentials. The counselor can assess these 
potentials and help to revitalize ineffective communication. 
Throughout all of this, prompt and skillful counseling can 
reduce conflict and tension within a household, and prevent 
additional dam age to the children involved. Further, 
counseling can assist the husband and wife to attain 
adequate, satisfying love relationships and sexual behavior. 
If it is possible for you and your spouse to see a m arriage 
counselor together, it is usually advisable. However, if your 
husband is unwilling, and if you feel the need for help, make 
arrangem ents to go by yourself. Even in this way, you can 
begin to solve those personal aspects of the situation that 
may be contributing to the m arriage problems, and adding 
to your own pain. A healthy m arriage must be founded by 
two healthy, responsible individuals. Whether your desire is 
to remain in your current relationship or not, the importance 
of effectively coping with your own life is crucial. Certainly, 
you will want to encourage your husband to seek help also. 
But, like you, he must see die need, and take the personal 
responsibility for doing what he feels needs to be done. 
More often than not, couples seek the assistance of a 
m arriage and family counselor only as a last resort. 
Usually, this occurs when much paid and dam age has 
already been inflicted by the two parties involved. Consider 
seeking help now while you and your husband are trying to 
work together towards a solution. It will be decidedly easier 
to work out the difficulties at this point than to wait until the 
conflict gets worse. Of course, there is the possibility that the 
two of you can effect the needed adjustm ents by yourself. If 
however, you begin to see signs that this is not the case, do 
not hesitate to enlist professional aid-for your sake, for the 
sake of your relationship, and for the sake of your family.

HOMEFRONT,

(UPI) — While we cut down 
on use, electric bills rise. 
We shutter-up, caulk and 
use the heat less, but the fuel 
bill also goes up. 
This is due to the light and 
heat companies passing on 
their increased fuel bills — 
blamed on the hikes in prices 
of oil from Arab countries. 
The oil cost also shoots up 
the cost of gas for the car. 
And it boosts the prices on all 
items delivered by trucks, 
which run on gas. That in­ 
cludes food. 
Without spending for more 
things, or using more oil or 
light or heat, American 
families are being strangled 
financially as their bills go 
up and up and up. 
As in all such situations in 
which we feel powerless, we 
have a survey to fall back on.

$1.5 Billion Fades

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — 
The bulk of a projected $1.5 
billion budget surplus for the 
next biennium has already 
disappeared, leaving the 
1975 legislature again facing 
the prospect of having to 
curb spending or raise taxes. 
A month ago, legislative 
leaders were counting on the 
projected $1.5 billion in 
excess funds to pay for a new 
school finance system and 
cover 
inflation 
caused 
spending increases without 
requiring any change in the 
present state tax structure. 
Legislative Budget Board 
Director Tom Keel says now 
there never was really a 
surplus, “that’s just what 
people started calling it.” 
Keel said the $1.5 billion 
was 
actually 
estim ated 
revenue in excess of current 
spending levels, and was 
made in July before any 
spending plans for the next 
biennium were finalized. 
By the time the Legislative 
Budget 
B oard 
finished 
writing its proposed spen­ 
ding bill for fiscal 1976-77, it 
had used up about 
$600 
m illion 
of 
the 
excess 
prim arily on higher costs of 
mental health care, higher 
education and welfare pro­ 
gram s. 
Keel said an error in the 
projected excess last July 
deleted another $100 million, 
and increases in the existing 
school 
finance 
program 
costs reduced it even fur­ 
ther. 


The effect of the increases 
was that when the budget 
board completed its work, 
only about $598 million in 
excess revenue rem ained. 
Keel’s staff recommended 
$500 million of that be set 
aside in a working capital 
account. The account would 
guard against irregularities 
in the state’s cash flow which 
could jeopardize the validity 
of some state w arrants at 
times when the state’s in­ 
come is low.

medical and dental checkups 
to save money. Others are 
using up savings in order to 
maintain their present living 
standard. 
The preliminary findings 
point to a need for money 
management training. 
As the experts see the 
current situation: 
Families could cope better 
if they had been taught 
money management skills 
and consum er education 
courses while in high school. 
W ithout such 
courses, 
families, especially young 
ones, really don’t know 
much about conserving and 
e x t e n d i n g 
r e s o u r c e s , 
planning and saving for the 
future. They must learn such 
techniques by trial and 
error. 
The authorities also said 
that families need more help 
in being made aware of help 


available. 
There is help available 
from 
the 
Cooperative 
Extension Service provided 
by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 
“Part of the problem,” 
says the report, “is that 
people 
don’t 
realize 
Extension 
Services 
are 
available. 
“ Those who know are 
going to that resource for 
information on meal plan­ 
ning and nutrition, do-it- 
yourself tips, how to can and 
freeze at home, as well as all 
aspects of household budget­ 
ing and financial planning.” 
Fighting inflation and not 
winning all the rounds may 
not be all that bad for 
American families, it turns 
out. 
Some experts involved in 
this probe of the economic 
life of the American family 


in these puzzling times 
voiced this idea: 
“Hard times and austerity 
may 
help 
Americans 
rediscover a simpler, more 
basic lifestyle and value 
system.” 
But at the opposite corner, 
other experts expressed 
fear.

Penn State Quarterback

DALLAS (UPI) — Tom 
Shum an is the type of 
quarterback that is easily 
recognizable around Texas. 
Since the Penn 
S tate 
Nittany Lions arrived 
in 
town for their New Y ear’s 
Day Cotton Bowl date with 
Baylor, an occasinal com­ 
parison 
has 
been 
drawn 
between Shuman and former 
Texas 
Longhorn 
q u a r­ 
terback Jam es Street, who 
guided his club to two 
national 
championships 
a 
few years ago. 


Shuman is not looked upon 
as 
a 
phenom enal 
pro 
prospect. But, like Street, he 
wins football games. 
“The thing about Tom is 
his arm ,” said Penn State 
coach Joe Paterno. “ He has 
by far the best arm we’ve 
had since I’ve been here. 
“ But he is also a fine com­ 
petitor and he has poise.” 


And Paterno does not go 
along with the thought that 
Shuman’s 1974 season was a 
letdown from his 1973 perfor­ 
mance. 
“ We 
didn’t 
have 
the 
receiving corps this year 
that we had last year,” said 
Paterno. “And as for North 
C arolina State (a gam e 
which Penn State lost, 12-7), 
maybe that’s the fault of the 
coaches, too. M aybe we 
didn’t give him good plays to 
call. 


“All I know is that he has 
quarterbacked 21 games for 
us in the past two years and 
we have won 19 of them. So 
he must be pretty good.” 
Shuman hit 97 of 183 passes 
in 1974 for 1,355 yards and 
was intercepted only 
six 
times. 
He ranks as 
the 
second leading passer in 
Penn State history behind 
the quarterback he replaced, 
John Hufnagel. 
He holds the Nittany Lions 
care e r touchdown throw 
record with 28 and his 
success or lack of it against 
Baylor will go a long way to 
deciding the outcome of the 
39th Cotton Bowl game. 
“I’m sure I’ll tell the coach 
that we ought to throw a lot 
ag ain st 
B aylor,” 
said 
Shuman. “No m atter how 
many times we throw I don’t 
think it is enough. I just like 
to throw the ball.” 


Shuman’s throwing might 
be curtailed, however, since 
there is a chance of rain 
during the Cotton Bowl 
game.
